WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—In- 
vestigation of the steel strike by 
the Senate labor committee was or- 
dered today by the Senate. A 
resolution by Senator Kenyon, Re- 
publican, lowa, providing for the 
inquiry and authorizing a report 
as to whether any remedial fed- 
eral action could be taken, ‘vas 
adopted without a ro:t-call. 


Senator Kenyon said it was pro- 
posed to call leaders representing 
both employers and employees to 
Washington in an effor to deter- 
mine the cause of the strike. 

Senator Kenyon announced later 
that the investigation would be be- 
gun Thursday and that the first 
witness would be Chairman Gary 
of the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation, and John J. Fitzpatrick, 
chairman of the national committee 
organizing the steel workers. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 23.—The 
steel strike is costing the iron and 
steel workers of tye country ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 a day in 
wages alone. These figures are 
based upon the payrolls of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
which controls about. 50 per cent 
of the steel output in the United 
States, and the independent con- 


, corns which control the balance. 


It is estimated that the strike is 
costing the steel interests more 
than $1,250,000 a day in earnings. 

If industries allied with the steel 
and iron business are forced to sus- 
pend because of lack of materials 
with which to work, the cost of the 
nation-wide struggle between capi- 
tal and labor will reach appalling 
figures.

THE MYSTERY OF WOMAN 


At every turnj in literature and jife we run. 


up against the ‘superstition’ that’ woman is a 
mysterious beiig., Romancers and poets have 
carefully ‘cultivated this. notion, women have 
generally encouraged it, and mén by their 
gingerly treatment. of it have seemed to accept 
it. But is it well founded? Is there any more 
mystety about women than about men? Is the 
feminine nature any more 4ffficult to under- 
stand than the masculine hature? Has it any 
more inexplicable moods? | Have women, con- 
scious oftheir inferior Strength, woven this 
notion of mystery about themselves as a de- 
fense, or have men simply idealized them for 
fictitious purposes? 

Really, there is nothing in it. All the 
twaddle of centuries about women being guided 
by intuition and about their minds acting in- 
directly, while man’s acted directly, is the 
merest poppy cock—idle invention of fantas- 
tic-brained poets and dreaming novelists. 

Were there anything in this superstition it 
would have been discovered in the beginning, 
but there is no record that Adam discovered 
any mystery about Eve, except temptation, and 
if that be the mystery then we will admit that 
she is full of it. Woman always has been, is 
now and always will be the greatest of all 
temptations to man—greater than riches or 
conquering empires—in fact, he has many times 
thrown away wealth and torn down empires 
because of that temptation—but there is nothing 
particularly mysterious about it, unless it be 
the serpent, and he is crawling around all of us. 

In the Bible record there is no mystery about 
her—there are many tributes to her noble 
qualities and some pretty severe and uncom- 
Plimentary things said about her, but there is 
no reference we ever ran across about ' not 
understanding her. She may be a_prophetess, 
or a consoler, or a snare, but she is no more 
deceitful or desperately wicked nor yet occult, 
than anybody else. 

Woman is different from man, yes, physically, 
mentally and spiritually, and naturally she is 
better than man in every way. Man is a quarrel- 
some animal and wants to fight. Woman tends 
to domesticity and maternity. Put a boy baby 
in a toy store and he will reach for a gun, 
sword and hatchet. Put a girl baby in a toy 
store and it will reach for a dolly. That's the 
difference, and there is nothing mysterious about 


it. It is. just simply a question of male and 
female. Those same traits are in the lower 
animals. 


However, we are in favor of her, anyway. If 
it wasn’t for woman this world would be a 
howling wilderness and we would get out of it 
just as fast as Possible, and gp to another world 
—one that had women in it—all_ kinds of 
women and lots of ‘em. If she is‘a mystery, 
it is a very sweet Mystery, and if she is not a 
Mystery, she is sweet anyway, so it is all right 
either way. If she is a mystery, why, say— 
fetch on your mystery!
